Jessies  Attend  Spring  Conference 
Of  Association  of  Student  Government 

The  Southern  Inter-Collegiate  Association  of  Student  Govern¬ 
ments  (S.  I.  A.  S.  G.)  held  its  forty-first  Spring  Conference  at 
Mississippi  Southern  College  in  Hattiesburg,  Mississippi,  on 
April  12,  13,  and  14.  GSCW  was  one  of  thirtyfour  Women's 
governments  from,  colleges  in  Virginia,  Tennessee,  South 
Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Mississippi, .  and 
Louisiana.  Those  attending  the  conference  from  GSCW  were 
Iris  Barr,  Jo  Strickland,  and  Sara  Rice. 


The  purpose  of  SIASG  as  stated 
in  its  constitution  is  as  follows: 
“To  encourage  and  promote  gov¬ 
ernment  by  students;  to  foster  an 
intelligent  interest  in  the  phases 
of  college,  national,  and  world 
citizenship;  and  to  act  as  a  clear¬ 
ing  ground  for  the  mutual  bene¬ 
fit  of  all  members  of  the  associa¬ 
tion.” 

The  theme  of  the  conference 
this  year  was  “Student  Awareness 
on  the  Southern  Campus.”  Doc¬ 
tor  Edward  K.  Graham,  Chancel¬ 
lor  of  the  Women’s  College  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  de¬ 
livered  the  keynote  address  in 
which  he  stated  that  student 
awareness  depended  on  three 
basic  elements:  a  strong  and  res¬ 
ponsible  student  government,  a 
responsible  and  free  campus 
press,  and  free  communication  be¬ 
tween  faculty  and  students. 

During  the  conference-various 
discussion  groups  were  held  so 
that  there  could  be  an  exchange  of 
ideas  and  suggestions  among  the 
colleges.  The  first  day  the  groups 
discussed  “What  is  student  gover¬ 
nment?”  and  “Evaluation  of  stu¬ 
dent  government  today.” 

An  interesting  panel  discussion 
entitled  “Student  Government— A 
Reality  and  an  Ideal”  in  which 
two  faculty-  members  and  two  stu¬ 
dents  gave  their  ideas  on  student 
goverment  concluded  the  first

Dean  Maxwell  Resigns; 
Returns  To  Classroom 

Dr.  Stanford  Expresses  Gratitude 
For  Service  As  Dean  Of  Women 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Mary  Thomas  Maxwell  as  Dean  of 
Women  for  Georgia  State  College  for  Women  was  announced 
by  Dr.  Henry  King  Stanford,,  President,  on  April  23,  1956,  to 
the  faculty  and  the  student  body  of  the  college  in  chapel. 

Dr.  Stanford  stated,  “When  I 
assumed  the  presidency  of  Geor¬ 
gia  State  College  for  Women  on 
July  1,  1953,  Miss  Maxwell  had 

already  asked  to  be  relieved  of  her 
responsibilities  as  Dean  of  Wom¬ 
en  within  one  year  so  that  she 
might  return  to  the  work  which 
she  loved  above  everything  else 
and  for  which  she  felt  herself 
better  equipped  —  teaching.  Be¬ 
cause  Miss  Maxwell  was  render¬ 
ing  such  splendid  service  to  the 
College  as  Dean  of  Women  and 
was  discharging  the  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  that  office  so  effectively, 
I  hoped  that  Miss  Maxwell  would 
remain  in  the  position  permanent¬ 
ly.  She  agreed  only  to  remain  in 
the  post  another  year  or  two  in 
order  that  I  might  search  for  a 
competent  successor.  In  all  fair¬ 
ness  to  Miss  Maxwell,  I  have  re¬ 
luctantly  agreed  to  permit  her  to 
return  to  a  full  time  teaching 
post.” 

Beginning  June  30,  1956,  Miss 
Maxwell  will  resurhe  a  full  time 
teaching  position  in  the  English 
department,  which  she  left  in 
1952  to  serve  as  Dean  of  Women. 

Before  Miss  Maxwell  came  to 
GSCW  she  was  a  high  school 
teacher,  a  high  school  principle 
and  a  supervisor  of  student  teach¬ 
ing.  She  succeeded  Dr.  Frances 
Hicks  as  the  dean  of  Women  at 
GSCW.  For  the  past  four  years, 
she  has  rendered  a  tremendous 
service  to  both  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  new  Dean  of  Women  for 
the  College  will  be  announced 
after  the  May  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Regents.  All  faculty  and 
staff  appointments  of  the  college 
have  to  be  approved  by  the  board.

The  following  day  Dean  Donald 
Clague  from  Bridgewater  College 
in  Virginia  began  the  day’s  discus¬ 
sion'  with  his  address  on  “De¬ 
veloping  Student  Awareness”  in 
which  he  stated  that  student  gov¬ 
ernments  must  strive  to  overcome 
student  apathy.  He  stressed  the 
fact  that  the  student  governments 
seek  to  relate  the  basic  needs 
of  individuals  to  student  govern¬ 
ment.  They  are  as  follows:  a  sense 
of  security,  a  sense  of  belonging, 
a  feeling  of  personal  success,  and 
the  need  for  affection.  The  groups 
then  discussed  ways  and  means 
of  overcoming  student  apathy. 

Elma  Brock,  the  advisor  for 
SIASG  opened  the  afternoon  ses¬ 
sions  on  “current  problems  facing 
the  Southern  Campus”  by  speak¬ 
ing  on  “Desegregation  on  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Campus.”  He  felt  that  pro¬ 
blems  on  the  southern  campus 
could  be  handled  through  free 
communication  between  faculty 
and  students,  information  acces¬ 
sible  to  students,  and  intelligent 
handling  of  race  relations. 

In  the  actual  discussion  groups 
the  representatives  decided  that 
it  is  not  the  place  of  student  gov¬ 
ernments  to  take  a  stand  on  the 
segregation  issue,  but  rather  to 
place  before  the  students, ,  the 
facts,  so  that  they  may  decide  for 
themselves. 

The  last  day  the  representatives 
discussed  Honor  Systems,  election 
procedures,  orientation  and  coun¬ 
seling,  service  projects,  and  cam¬ 
pus  organization.

I  believe 
it  was  1926  when  he  took 
ihis  own  seat  for  a  full 
YOUNG  term.  ' .  " 

"I  recall  a  fight  he  once  had  about  a 
bill  on  vocational  educational.  A  few  peo¬ 
ple  didn't  want  to  let  it  pass.  That's  one 
of  the  many  times  when  he  got  up  and 
really  told  them .  all  about  how  good 
that  bill  really  was  and  how  it  just  had 
to  pass.  He  told  them  to  think  about  the 
adults  who  needed  vocational  training. 
That  was  a  real  fight  if  ever  I  heard  of 
one.  WelL  to  mcflte  a  long  story  short, 
that  bill  is  now  a  law. 

"I  wish  you  were  old  enough  to  remem¬ 
ber  the  Democratic  National  Convention 
of  1928,  The  delegates  from,  his  home  state 
got  together  and  nominated  him  as  a 
'favorite  son'  for  the  Democratic  presi¬ 
dential  nomination.  You  know,  I  figure 
that  a  man  must  really  be  a  fine  states¬ 
man  to  have  so  many  people  think  of  him 
so  highly. 

"I  reckon  you  know  that  he  has  been 
in  the  Senate  for  some  34  years.  He  was 
re-elected  in  1926,  and  again  in  '32,  '38, 
'44,  and  '50.  If  the  people  of  this  state 
don't  send  him  back  to  the  United  States 
Senate  for  another  term,  they  aren't  as 
smart  as  I  give  them  credit  for. 

"For  as  far  back  as  I  can  recall  he  has 
advocated  reciprocal  trade,  lend  lease, 
the  United  Nations,  good  neighbor  policy, 
and  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organiza¬ 
tion.  Every  time  I  tell  this  story,  I  think 
more  than  ever  that  this  man  is  a  lad¬ 
ing  statesman  and  not  just  a  politician. 

"Since  1940  he  has  been  Chairman  of 
the  Foreign  Relations  Committee  and  be¬ 
cause  the  United  States  is  in  the  position 
of  world  leader  today  it  takes  a  mighty 
smart  man  to  handle  that  job.  He  is  also 
president  pro  tern  on  the  Senate  and 
that  means  he  is  third  in  line  for  the 

presidency".  ,  ,  .  „ 

"Yea,  he  must  be  a  fine  ole  fellow, 
smart  too.  It  says  here  in  the  poped  that 
he  is  one  of  the  best  statesmen  this  coun¬ 
try  has  known  in  a  long  time.  Everyone 
seems  to  recognize  his  tine  character, 
even  the  Republicans.  I  think  I'll  look  into 
his  record  for  my  sell  [May  the  5th  you 
say  is  the  last  date  to  register?

Dr.  Clyde  Keeler,  Professor  of 
Biology,  served  in  the  capacity  of 
judge  last  week  at  the  .State  Sci¬ 
ence  Fair  held  at  Oglethorpe 
University  in  Atlanta. 

According  to  Dr  Peeler,  the 
fair  has  improved  constantly  over 
the  last  five  or  six  years.  The 
general  grade  of  exhibits  this  year 
was  quite  satisfactory. 

Many  students  and  possibly 
teachers  have  not  learned  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  display.  However,  the 
neatness  of  the  displays  was  much 
better  this  year.  To  some  students 
the  idea  of  scientific  research  is 
rather  vague.  They  feel  that  by 
taking  a  picture  from  a  book  and 
enlarging  it  on  a  poster  they  have 
accomplished  some  scientific  re¬ 
search.  Actually  scientific  re¬ 
search  consists  mainly  of  experi¬ 
ments  or  natural  materials.  A  plan 
and  purpose  for  the  experiment 
must  be  carried  out. 

An'  experiment  cannot  be  made 
to  prove  a  point,  but  it  must  show 
whether  or  not  a  thing  is  true.  Ex¬ 
periments  must  be  repeated  for 
statistical  accuracy.  Results  of  the 
experiment  must  be  clearly  stated 
and  conclusions  drawn.  Each  dis¬ 
play  should  have  a  notebook  which 
is  in  effect  a  day-to-day  log  of  the 
experiment.  These  logs  are  im¬ 
portant  since  they  can  answer 
some  of  the  how  and  what  and 
why  questions  of  the  judges,  but 
they  are  often  forgotten. 

In  this  year’s  fair' there  was  an 
epidemic  of  misspelling.  This  is 
unpardonable  since  the  final  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  the  appearance  of 
the  project  belongs  to  the  teacher. 
For  example,  one  exhibit  contain¬ 
ed  in  its  title  in  2  1-2  inch  letters

the  word  flie  instead  of  fly. 

There  were  some  excellent  pro¬ 
jects.  One  boy  had  made  a  tele¬ 
vision  set  that  incorporated  four 
new  principles  of  engineering. 
Five  boys  produced  excellent  re¬ 
sults  in  photomicrography.  One 
of  these  boys  learned  and  used  a 
modern  technique  for  developing 
his  own  color  photographs.  A  girl 
irradiated  radishes,  recorded,  the 
amount  of  irradiation  by  placing 
the  plants  on  photographic  film. 
In  the  display  a  geiger  counter 
might,  be  placed  over  the 
plants  to  demonstrate  •  that 
they  were  radioactive.  The 
lesson  from  such  an  experi¬ 
ment  is  obvious.  It  shows  that  an 
area  has  been  subjected  to  atomic 
bomb  radiation  even  the  vegetables 
are  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Most  of  the  entrants  in  this  fair 
were  high  school  age  boys  and 
girls.  More  science  work  is  being 
done  in  the  schools  and  Dr.  Keeler 
feels  that  “all  in  all  it  was  an 
excellent  Science  Fair.”
